Tho Chinesd army at Yashan have out- 
witted the Japanese in a way which is 
certainly not very creditable to tha military 
skill of the latter. While the Japaneas 
were haviog their triamphal entry. into 
Seoul. with the spoils. of a supposed great 
victory. (which. spoils consisted of nine 
mounttin .gans, some ammunition ..asd 
atores) the Chinese were marching around

to Pyeng An, but the fact of the Japaness 
firing on their own countrymen and kill- 
ing several huadred of them thinking the’ 
were Chinese, not being able to distinguis!

Tha Ohinese srmy in 
warohing north to Pyeng An, went by way 
of the province of Kang Won to the east 
af Seoul, At Chyoun Chyen they fell in 
swith a body of 100 Japanese and killed all 
Report says a few more bodies of troops 
were captured on the way, and as the Ja. 
panese aro known to hava sonttered bodies 
of troops on the way it eeems very probablo, 
The Japanese very unwisely have scattered 
their troops in various amall bodies all over 
the country. They evidently sea this now 
for they are uniting them more at present, 
‘The Japanese have lost all told at least
